As I write this my last report on the activities of 
Juniata College, I am deeply grateful for all of 
those who make Juniata possible. 

I am particularly appreciative of the Endow- 
ment for the Humanities to which so many alum- 
ni contributed. Mrs. Ellis and I have had so many 
expressions of appreciation but none has meant 
more to us than this Endowment. I wish, also, to 
take this opportunity to express my gratitude to 
trustees, alumni, faculty, students, and members 
of the Juniata community, all of whom did so 
much to make this past year memorable. 

Juniata is, indeed, a different institution than 
it was 25 years ago! But, the basic concerns which 
we had then are still important today. We are 
anxious to help young men and women mature 
and develop those abilities and attitudes neces- 
sary for a happy and successful life. The faculty 
is larger but is just as dedicated to the welfare 
of the students. Each student generation has 
brought new ideas and with them Juniata has 
met the new demands and opportunities. 

Foundations, business and industry, the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania and the Federal Gov- 
ernment have all contributed to make Juniata 
what it is.

maker Art Galleries, studios, ceramics and printing work- 
shops. 
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Largest of the buildings erected in recent years is the 
Brumbaugh Science Center (1965) containing the Biol- 
ogy, Chemistry, Geology, Physics and Mathematics de- 
partments. The Alumni Auditorium, seating 400, is an 
important addition to the campus. 


to the institution, to professors, or students—they 
have all together supported the progress of the 
College. 

I am proud of the record of the Alumni Fund 
and the base which this Fund has given to the 
financial security of Juniata College. 

The College Center which is under construc- 
tion and the residences for 208 students, which 
should begin in the late autumn, are additional 
facilities in the long-range plan of Juniata Col- 
lege. Only the administrative offices and a few 
services will remain in the buildings which con- 
stituted Juniata College 25 years ago. 

The condensed, consolidated balance sheet 
gives a brief financial picture of the progress 
which Juniata College has made. The Board of 
Trustees have been responsible stewards of the 
sacrificial contributions of many individuals as 
well as of the grants from foundations and gov- 
ernment. 

The Alumni know what has happened to 
Juniata! No one could have imagined this prog- 
ress and these achievements. 

I am confident that President and Mrs. John 
N. Stauffer °36, will bring to Juniata the dedica- 
tion and leadership which the College will need 
in the years ahead. We pray that the Lord will 
bless the efforts of all of us as we support them 
in the plans which they and the Trustees make 
for Juniata’s service.

The new Academic Classroom building was dedicated 
on May 4, 1968. Among the features of the air condi- 
tioned building are the modern language laboratories 
and the attractive faculty offices. 
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This Report of the President and the Report on 
Annual Giving, provides an opportunity to report 
to and recognize those who so generously con- 
tributed to the progress of Juniata. 

The Juniata Annual Fund has exceeded $1,- 
000,000 for the third time in the last four years. 
The Alumni Fund was the largest in the history 
of the College. Also, the Parents Association set 
a new high in gifts. 

Without government support, which almost 
all universities and colleges are receiving, Juniata 
would not be able to provide all of the necessary 
facilities for the academic program. The govern- 
ment grant for the Academic Classroom Building, 
which was dedicated on May Day, May 4, 1968, 
made a significant addition to Juniata’s financial 
resources. 

Juniata College is grateful to the corporations 
and foundations who made very substantial 
grants during the past year.

A Year of Significance 


A few years ago the development program was 
a nice addition to the College Alumni efforts. 
Life was simple then. One program operated by 
one man. But times have changed and develop- 
ment is no longer a nice addition but a vital part 
of Juniata College. 

The 1967-1968 giving year must be labeled 
truly a year of great significance. In addition to 
the ending of a distinguished administration and 
the election of a new president, the development 
program underwent important changes vital to 
the institutional health and continued progress 
of the College. 

In the Fall of 1967, a most vigorous annual 
giving campaign was launched with a goal of 
$265,000. The traditional programs were com- 
bined using coordinated volunteer committees 
and publicity materials. The emphasis was placed 
on personalizing and individualizing the solicita- 
tion of all constituencies. More personal calls, 
greater use of the telephone, and individualized 
written appeals were the order. The total objec- 
tive for the Alumni, Parents, Church, Associates 
and Matching Gifts was exceeded by 38%. 

A larger number of volunteers were used in 
a non-capital campaign year than previously. 
While some difficulties and overlapping did 
occur, the increased involvement of people in 
the development program has produced more 
informed, more enthusiastic, and more willing 
volunteers. Class agents were involved to a great- 
er extent in enlisting and managing other vol- 
unteers. Where possible, solicitation followed 
geographical lines. Mothers of Juniata students

conducted a “county by county” effort of hand- 
written personal notes to appeal for parent gifts 
to the College Center Fund. 

The President's Development Council was 
responsible for the receipt of several corporate 
and foundation grants. The Council was estab- 
lished in the Spring of 1967 to assist the College 
in coping with the increased breadth and com- 
plexity of development activities. The Carthage 
Foundation of Pittsburgh granted Juniata Col- 
lege $85,000 for the purchase of an electron 
microscope to be used in the Division of Natural 
Sciences and Mathematics and to strengthen the 
endowment of the Richard M. Simpson Scholar- 
ship. This major grant came as a result of efforts 
of the Council. 

On April 20, 1968, Juniata announced the 
largest development program in the history of 
the College, the MARGIN OF DIFFERENCE 
Campaign for $10,100,000. Volunteer commit- 
tees have been active this year in planning and 
organizing advanced solicitation. The full effort 
of the MARGIN OF DIFFERENCE will be felt 
next year. 

The Juniata development story 1967 revolves 
around the volunteer. The success of the develop- 
ment program is due to the dedicated and re- 
sourceful efforts of hundreds of people — all 
working voluntarily to make Juniata a better 
college. The story of years to come, inexorably, 
will depend upon volunteer efforts. Our growing 
campus, the increasingly complex problems and 
the caliber of our students will demand more 
talent, ideas, and efforts.
